Besides the 
four pieces of money which he passed for 
drinks, getting his chanze in good money, 
he had 12 other counterfeit coins. 
Boetzel took four drinks and paid for 
each with what looked like a new silver 
dollar. When the bartender finally be- 
came suspicious, Boetzel offered to take 
up the four silver dollars with a $5 bill. 
The proprietor of the saloon was con- 
sulted,*teok the bill, held the four silver 
coins, and notified the police. Boetzel was 
arrested in a short while.

Marie, where the of- 
ficial thermometer showed 18 degrees below 
zero, At White River, Out., the record was 
0 degres below zero. 

A heavy storm is developing in the ex- 
treme Northwest. but the cold wave that 
is expected to follow has not yet made it- 
self aparent. The storm has already pro- 
duced much warmer weather in the West, 
and is expected to have the same effect in 
this section within he next few hours.

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DNE MAN KEEPS COURTS BUSY. 
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Reinforcements With Shotguns’ Close 
In on the Murderer, Who Sends a 
Child Out to Treat for Peace. 


SHOTS ARE EXCHANGED 
FOR SEVERAL HOURS 


Besieged Man Surrendered Only After 
Police Assured Him Protection 
From Crowd Which Saw Shooting 


David Ellington of 6700 Manchester ave- 
nue, a negro, whose arrest was sought by 
the Mounted District police, held a detach- 
ment of policemen and a crowd of neigh- 
bors at bey from the middle of Christmas 
afternoon until dark settled over his cabin, 
in which he had sought refuge. 

During the effort to arrest him before the 
siege, Ellington shot Policeman Peter Do- 
lan three times and killed Elmer Chambliss, 
a negro, who was Dolan's prisoner when he 
went to Ellington’s house. 

After Dolan and Chambliss had been shot, 
Policeman Jere McGrath, who had assisted 
in quelling the trouble in Patrick Flaher- 
ty’s saloon at 6783 Manchester avenue, 
where the trouble started, requested citl- 
zens to telephone to the Mounted District 
station for assistance, while he carrted the 
victims of the negro desperado from the 
heuse where they had fallen, and guarded 
the cabin to prevent Ellington's escape. 

Three hours later, when the squad of 
policemen under the command of Sergt. 
Con Bolland, who had answered McGrath's 
eall, had surrounded the house and were 
preparing for an assault in the gathering 
darkness, Ellingten, who had fired 90 shots 
and was almost out of ammunition, sent 
his little nieee out to esk that he be al- 
lowed to surrender. The police promised 
bim protection from the neighbors, who, 
Ellington feared, would hang him, and he 
surrendered and was taken to the Mounted 
District station in Forest Park. 


Fight Follows 
Visit of Police. 


The trouble started early in the after- 
noon in Flaherty's saloon, where a party of 
negroes, including Ellington and Cham- 
bliss, were drinking. When sherty com- 
plained to Patrolmen Dolan d McGrath, 
he named Chambliss as the chief disturber, 
saying he had refused to pay for drinks. 

While waiting for the wagon they heard 
shots, and, hurrying back, were told that 
Ellington had attempted to shoot Edward 
Ferguson and David Vertios. 

Ellington had sought refuge in his cabin, 
and when the officers demanded admittance 
sent his 12-year-old niece, Mattie Gilland. 
‘who was visiting at his house, to tell them 
he would not surrender. 

Dolan held Chambliss while he kicked 
open the dbor into the room where Elling- 
ton took refuge. 

As the door opened Ellington fired. The 
shot grazéd Dolan’s left side and he 
whirled around, bringing his  pr'soner, 
Chambliss, between himself and Ellington. 
He believed, he says, that even a man as 
desperate as Ellington would not deliber- 
ately shoot a comrade. 

Ellington fired again and Chambliss stag- 
gered and would have fallen had not Dolan 
held him. Dolan fired at Ellington, who 
fired two shots at Dolan, one infi'cting a 
wound on the left wrist and the other in 
the upper arm. 

Policeman McGrath, who was standing 


his comrade and the prisoner from the 
stop. Ellington slammed the door shut and 
appeared at one window with a shotgun in 
his hand, while little Mattie Gilland, at 
his command, came tu the other window 
and implored McGrath not to shoot her. 
As MoGrath carried Dolan to the side- 
walk he met Flaherty and told him th tele- 
phone to the mounted district station for 
assistance. He then carried Chambliss, who 
was too weak to walk, to the sidewalk and 
sent a call for an ambulance. ‘ 
Refore the ambulance came Dolan had 
recovered sufficient to go to a physician, 
while McGrath awaited Sergt. Bolland and 
additional patrolmen. 
At Sergt. Bolland’s order, the policemen 
with him surroufided the house and fired 
each time Ellington appeared at the win- 
dow, but a general bombardment of the 
house was not planned because of the fre- 
quem appearance of Ellington's neice, who 
was evidently afraid to leave the house. 
As it grew dark and the crowd became 
anxious, Sergt. Bolland borrowed a shotgun 
from a neighbor and ordered his men to 
creep closer, taking advantage of any shel- 
. protect them from Ellington's bul- 
Seeing that he could not wateh all the 
windows, Ellington came to the front door 
evidently prepared to make a rush, revolv- 
ers in his hands, in a final effort to evade 
arrest. 
As the door opened, Sergt. Bolland’s shot- 
gun went to his shoulder. HAlington re- 
treated before the officer could assure him- 


self that the little girl was not with him. 


A minute later the door opened again 
and up went the shotgun, but this time 
little Mattie stepped timidly from the door 
and asked if she would be shot. 

Sergt. Bolland went to meet her. She 
carried a message that it the police would 
promise Ellington not to kill him and 
would protect him from the gathering 
crowd of neighbors, he would surrender, 
Mattie was sent out of range and ‘the 
condition of arrest shouted to Ellington. 
He came out of the door, revolver in hang 
but faced the presented weapons of the 
entire police squqd and up his hands, 
letting the partially loaded weapons fall.

From the Denver (Colo.) Post. 

Denver, which has seen its chief journal! 
in a few years from a puling news- 
paper foundling, that nobody wanted, into 
the puissant Post, can appreciate the mean- 


ing of the twenty-fifth anniversary of the 
great St. Louis Post-Dispatch, recently cel- 
ebrated in the royal regalia of color print- 
ing and the pearis of news presentation. 
Twenty-five years ago Joseph Pulitzer 
bought the St. Louis Dispatch at sheriff's 
sale for $2500. Its assets were a ramshackle 
press, a boiler held together with brace, a 
dingy den and a capacity of 975 copies 
daily, which had little excuse and paltry 
Sale. In a few days he had consolidated 
it with a twin sister in squalor and inani- 
tion, the Evening Post. Soon the Post- 
Dispatch became one of the most brilliant 
stars in the journalistic firmament. Today 
it is one of the supreme newspapers. 

In commenting on this true fairy tale of 
journalism, Melville E. Stone, general man- 
ager of the Associated Press, says that 
Pulitzer was not a Prince Charming of 
editors, awakening an enchanted sleeping 
princess of glory; nor was he one whose 
hand turned all he touched to gold, nor 
was the mighty Post-Dispatch the creation 
of mere brilliance and boldness. 

Mr. Stone says that the secret of Joseph 
Pulitzer’s achievement was that he had 
the power of a shining, vital idea, with the 
genius to express it. The idea was to serve 
the puolie with usefulness and potency of 
publicity. 

While others strove for parties and can- 
didates, for personal aggrandizement, and 
tor personal glory, Pulitzer trained all his 
resources of mind and strength upon public 
service. The public first—politics, personal 
glory, friends, everything else in the back- 
ground. 

From his triumph in St. Louis Pulitzer 
undertook to breathe life into the sick and 
dying New York World.

NEW YORK, Dec. %.—William E. Cur- 
tis, the author and traveler, writing from 


9 Rome to a New York paper, tells of his 


St. Louis World's Fair mission to Rome: 

The holy see will be well represented 
at the Louisiana Purchase Exposition, 
and for the first time will participate in 
such a function. An exhibit selected from 
the Vatican. library, museum and art gal- 
leries will be taken to St. Louis by Father 
Ehrle, ‘prefect of the pentifical library. An 
interesting collection of relics of the late 
Leo XIII will be loaned by his family, in- 
eluding several of the choicest of the gifts 
received by him at the jubilee anniversary 
of his reign, and a cardinal, probably Car- 
dinal Satolli, will represent the Pope at 
the ceremonial functions; although that has 
not yet been definitely settled. 

This is an entirely new departure for the 
church. It is unprecedented, and is intend- 
ed to be an expression of the interest the 
holy father feels in the progress and the 
welfare of the American people. It was de- 
cided upon after three weeks of conference 
and reflection, and to tell the story I shall 
have to be.a little more personal than usual 
in my letters, for I had the responsibility 
of bearing the invitation and conducting 
the negotiations on behalf of President 
Francis and the directors of the Exposition. 
I was requested to undertake that mission | 
because of the experience and a somewhat 
intimate acquaintance. with the officials of 
the vatican gained in 1892 in connection with 
& similar duty in behalf of thé Columbian 
Expesitfion The circumstances, however, 
are.quite different. 

In 1892 the Congress of the United States 
passed a resolution requesting the 
to settle a long-céntinued and acrimonious 
controversy by having the archives of the 
Vatican searched for evidence of a xnowl- 
edge oh the part of the church of pre- 
Columbian discoveries of America by the 
Norsemen. I was selected by President | 
| Harrison to present the request to Leo 
XIII, and then began a very highly appre- 
ciated and valuable atquaintance with him 
and several of the cardinals and other ec- 
élesiastics at Rome: The papers from St. 
Louis were received While I was in Seville, 
and consisted “of a tormal mvitation from 
President Francis tothe Pope. handsomely 
engraved. a letter of credentials for miy- 
self from John Hay, secretary of staie, and 
semewhat lengthy instructlons for my 
guidance. 

Upon my arrival in Rome I sought the 
#|good offices of Mgr. Kennedy of Pniladel- 
phia, the genial rector 
college, who is sometimes called the United 
States ambassador to the holy sea, because 
he is always obliging and energetic in as- 
sisting fellow countrymen who want to see 
the Pope and have other business at the 
i ages There is no one eise to whom 
they can appeal. Our ambassador to the 
King and our consul géneral are powerless, 
for they cannot approach the offic als of 
the church. Mgr. Kennedy enjoys the high- 
est rank of all American prelates at Rome 
and is a great favorite at the Vatican, 
so that whatever business we have there is 
usually, conducted’ through him.

Their Chicago home 
is one of the most luxuriously appointed 
on the aristocratic north side, and while 
the prince is a business man as well as one 
of. the most Important American officials 
of the Czar, he finds much time to devote 
to social matters, He is handsome, of an 
attractive personality, widely traveled and 
of undoubted social standing in Russia. In
